Georgetown Declared Dry. 

Georgetown was declared dry Satur- 
day by the Local Option Contest 
Board, consisting* of Judge J. J. Yates 
and Magistrate Eugene Rucker and W. 
H. Johnson, by a vote of two to one, 
Judge Yates opposing the action taken 
by his colleagues and filing a protest 
against the decision because of the 
counting of the vote of Charles Hoff- 
man, Jr. 

The local option' election ac George- 
town was held in July and on the face 
of the returns the town went wet by 
two votes. The election commission- 
ers, however, threw out certain ballots 
which were protested because they 
were shown, and decided the vote a 
tie, which, under the statute, gave the 
drys the victory. 

It appears that, while young Hoff- 
man made affidavit to the drys that he 
had voted wet, he also made affidavit 
to the attorney for the wets that while 
he had intended to vote wet he had put 
his stencil mark in the column marked 
“No.” which ordinarily would have 
ment wet, but by the change of posi- 
tion and wording either by the printer 
or someone else, the usual positions 
were reversed on the ballot. 

The two Judges threw out Hoffman’s 
vote as a wet vote. Starting with a 
tie vote as returned by the election 
commissioners, this would make the 
resultjin Georgetown dry by two votes, 
with one of these protested by one 
Judge. The decision will be written

The New Cuban Congress.

Burley in Virginia. 

John L. Wingo, ex-President of the 
Richmond (Va.J Tobacco Association, 
and one of the best informed tobacco 
men in Virginia, speaking of the bur- 
ley situation, makes th§ following 
statement : 

“In two counties of Virginia buriey 
seerts were sown this year, and the re- 
ports show that buriey tobacco of good 
quality, color and flavor can be suc- 
cessfully raised and be disposed of to 
good advantage to the farmer. One of 
these crops was raised in Orange 
county and is of from 8,000 to 10,000 
pounds, all of which will compare fav- 
orably with that grown in the best bur- 
ley seetion of Kentucky. This crop 
will be sold in Richmond during the 
month of January, and, I am sure, will 
receive the attention of all the city 
manufacturers, particularly those in- 
terested in buriey tobacco. 

“There is no doubt that all that sec- 
tion from which this tobacco comes and 
other parts of the State are well 
adapted to the growth of burlev tobac- 
co.”
